An average number of books were listed during the past 
year, but the above statistics show that more than half of 
them were acquired by gift. This is especially true of 
the books for the young people who are among our most 
constant and appreciative patrons. Miss Alice McIntire, 
on leaving town, left 22 new books of an educational char- 
acter,—and Mrs. McCalvey gave a series of 21 girls’ books, 
which are thoroughly appreciated and in constant demand. 

During Children’s Book Week, 25 excellent and attractive 
books for Juvenile and Junior readers were loaned for two 
weeks, from the Library Commission’s Traveling Libraries, 
and were much used and greatly enjoyed. A few of the 
titles sent, have been added to our lists, and more will be 
bought during the coming year. Three hundred and thir- 
teen badly worn books have been repaired at the library, 
125 of which have been resewed and recased, and should 
do good service for many months. Others are waiting for 
repairs, and every day adds more to the list. Fewer re- 
placements were made this year than last, for many of the 
withdrawals were undesirable for replacement, and more 
books of permanent value have been bought, leaving less 
money for the purchase of reprint editions, from which our 
replacements are drawn. There should be many more re- 
placements next year, and also, more withdrawals. 

It is a matter of regret that Merrimack has no published 
Town History. The librarians are collecting and preserv-

ing everything obtainable, of local historical interest, in the 
hope that, sometime, it may be used, in the preparation of 
a work worthy of the town—for Merrimack is rich in old 
historic material, which should be collected and put into 
usable form for the enlightenment of future generations. 

We are now attempting to collect photographs of all of 
our boys who served in the World War, and also, those of 
the older citizens who have been, or still are, identified 
with the business, or welfare of the town. 

A display of relics, old documents, pictures, etc., of his- 
toric interest, was made at the library last February, under 
the auspices of the Community Club, at which time Mr. 
Otis Hammond, of the State Historical Society, gave an ex- 
tremely interesting talk upon New MHampshire History. 
Among the objects exhibited was an old cross-cut saw bear- 
ing the date 1767, stamped into the blade, shown, and don- 
ated to the library by Mr. Everett Parker. 

Besides the gifts previously mentioned, is a set of 42 
volumes of “Everyman’s Library” given by Mr. Allan E. 
Herrick of Manchester. These books are mostly classics. 
The Girl Scouts, and the School Children, contributed the 
money for the librarian’s picture, and a crayon portrait of 
the poet, Longfellow, hangs above a small book case in the 
Children’s Corner, for the books of the youngest readers— 
both given by a friend of the future citizens of Merrimack. 

For gifts and expressions of interest in our work, grate- 
ful acknowledgement is here made.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENTENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Merrimack: 
GENTLEMEN : 

I have the honor to submit herewith my eighth annual 
report as superintendent of your schools. I am enclosing 
reports from your school nurse and the headmaster of Mc- 
Gaw Normal Institute. 


ScHOOL CosTs 


I conceive it to be the duty of school officials first of all 
to establish and maintain as good schools as the funds at 
their disposal may permit, and second, to advise their con- 
stituents as to the amount of funds necessary for maintain- 
ing as good a system of schools as they can afford. It has 
been my observation and experience that a community will 
be generous in its financial backing of its school officials as 
long as it feels that it is receiving a hundred cents’ worth 
for each dollar expended, and that it will commence to be 
niggardly in its apropriations when it is suspicious of any 
waste of its funds. 

Unfortunately, the public, at least, has no universal cri: 
terion by which it measures the quality of school work. 
Such standards cannot be fixed as long as public opinion 
differs as to what kind of instruction and what qualities of 
training are the most valuable. The cost to the community, 
however, for the maintenance of the public schools is uni- 
versally measured by the outlay in dollars and cents. In 
this statistics may be given which will be interpreted by all 
alike. 

The total costs of the elementary schools of New Hamp- 
shire per pupil of average membership in the different 
school districts varied for last year from $37.60 to $266.64 
with a median cost of $78.57. The expenditure per pupil 
in the elementary schools in Merrimack for last year was 
$78.55 or 2 cents less than the median. 

The total expenditure for public education, including 
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both the elementary and the secondary schools, per $1009 
of equalized valuation in this state for last year ranged 
from $1.29 to $28.68 with a median at $9.90. The expen- 
diture in Merrimack was $12.02. Of this amount $1.34 
was borne by the state and $.60 by income from vested 
funds, leaving for the tax payers share $10.08 as against 
$8.25 as a median burden for the school districts of the 
state. 

From the above we conclude that Merrimack has been 
slightly more economical in its expenditure for the ele- 
mentary schools than the average school district, but that 
its total expenditure for public education, including both 
elementary and secondary schools, has been brought some- 
what above the median of the state. This may be ac: 
counted for by the fact that Merrimack supports one high 
school and pays a considerable sum for tuition at another 
high school. This is due more to geographical features of 
the township than to a too liberal school policy and cannot 
be avoided without hardship to some particular community. 


THE PROBLEM OF THE FEEBLE-MINDED 


The commissioner of Education in his report to the Leg- 
islature this year has devoted an entire chapter to the con- 
sideration of the problem of the feeble-minded. Using the 
term feeble-minded to designate those individuals who can- 
not live unprotected lives without danger to themselves and 
others, he makes the conservative estimate that there are 
at least four thousand in this state. It is quite probable 
that there are three or four times that number. 

At least three-fourths of this class are feeble-minded 
from inheritance and their offspring will be of like men- 
tality with all their parents’ potentiality for the spread of 
crime and disease. Though marriage of the feeble-minded 
has long been contrary to the statute, the law has been in- 
effective because of the lack of any official designation of 
the individuals of this class. The Legislature of 1925 
placed the responsibility for the classification of such as at- 
tended the public schools upon the superintendents of the 
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state. This is a grave responsibility but one that should 
be conscientiously observed if any progress is to be made 
in removing this imminent danger to society. This legal 
obligation has furnished the superintendents with an excuse 
for the general use of mental tests and they have proven of 
great value in matters of administration. 


TEACHING FORCE 


There were but four new teachers employed by the dis- 
trict at the opening of the schools in September, viz., Miss 
Eleanor Anderson for No. 5, Miss Irene Somerville for No. 
7, Miss Dorothy F. McLain for Reed’s Ferry V-VIII, and 
Miss Eva F. Wakely for McGaw. Mrs. Bruce resigned 
at the end of the fall term and her position was filled by 
transferring Miss Anderson from No. 5. Miss Margaret 
Ferry was then hired to fill the latter vacancy. ‘I believe 
you have a conscientious and efficient corps of teachers. 


McGaw NorMAL INSTITUTE 


The work at McGaw has continued on the same high 
level as in the past. Some of the extra curriculum activities 
are of special value and are worthy of mention, such as 
the prize speaking contests and the participation in the 
debating league. The public should more liberally patron- 
ize these functions.
